AMOY — Inspection of Vessels — Smallpox. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon Foster reports, January 14 and 18: 
Week ended January 8. Two fatal cases of smallpox were reported 
at the international settlement of Kulangsu. 

Week ended January 15. Original bill of health granted January 
12 to the British steamship Taisang with 61 in crew and 39 cabin and 
139 steerage passengers for Manila. All passengers were vaccinated. 
Members of crew and steerage passengers were bathed and their 
clothing was disinfected with steam. All on board were inspected 
prior to sailing. Three passengers were rejected for trachoma and 1 

gassenger for leprosy. Manifests were viseed for 2,173 packages of 
eight. The vessel anchored in stream while in port. Two deaths 
from smallpox were reported in the international settlement of 
Kulangsu. 

SHANGHAI — Inspection of Vessels — Smallpox. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, January 25: 
Week ended January 22. Five original and 3 supplemental bills 
of health granted to 8 steamships, having an aggregate personnel of 
1,084. Members of crews bathed, 97; steerage passengers bathed, 
11; pieces of personal baggage disinfected, 142. The forecastle of 1 
vessel was rendered mechanically clean. Vessels inspected 7; mem- 
bers of crews inspected 451, and cabin and steerage passengers 2 and 
79 respectively. Manifests were viseed for 3,590 pieces of freight. 

The weekly report of the municipal health officer shows 1 new case 
of smallpox among foreigners and among natives 2 deaths from 
smallpox.
